' Amore favorable opportunity might not again oc- 
eur, Even during the reign of Constantine, the spir- 
it of innovation had begun its ruinous work. It dis- 
plaved itself in a growing taste for gorgeous architec- 
‘ture and magnificent churches, for costly ornaments 
and decorations, for Upposing and pompous cCerelo 
nies, and in a disposition to array Christianity in the 
spoils of Paganism. ‘The purity and simplicity of the 
‘gospel, announced by Christ, and promulgated by 
| Paul, was fast disappearing. Under the administra- 
tion of Constans and Constantius, the sons and imme- 
‘diate successors of Constantine, the lustre of Christi- 
“anity was vet more grievously obscured. ‘The harmo- 
ny of the church was shamefully disturbed by contro- 
_versies and dissensions, which, originating in vain dis- 
: putes about words and interpretations, soon assumed 
the form of bitter and unrelenting hostility, and ter- 
‘minated in violence and bloodshed. Fratricide, ef- 
teminacy and voluptuous excesses stained the charac- 
ter of the rulers, and by a natural consequence, dis- 
honored and disgraced the religion which they pro- 
fessed. These symptoms of declining morality and 
devotion were hailed by the Pagans as auspicious and 
inspiring omens: but their courage and determination 
were yet more fostered and kindled by the glowing 
antk Ipations which they cherished of the character 
and future exploits of the emperor JULIAN.

‘and sin. He showed the errors which had crept inte 
the bosom of the Protestant church, and called upon 
all Christians to turn at once, and return to the good 
old doctcines of Luther. ‘The theses gave rise at once 
to asharp controversy. Answering theses were pub- 
lished. ‘The opposition between rafionalium and su- 
pernaturalism, or the distinctions between the party 
of human reason aud the party which held fast to the 
Word of God, began clearly to be seen, the points of 
difference became at length stated with some clear- 
ness, and theologians began to range themselves upon 
one side or the other. Nor was the difference of 
views longer confined to students and the circles of 
the learned. The points at isue began to have their 
influence upon the people in general, and a tendency 
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to separation was here and there to be seen in relig- 
ious societies. The contest was however for several 
years little more than a war of pamphlets and occa- 
sional writings. 

In the course often years though, a new set of men 
began gradually to find their way into the chairs of 
Theology in the Universities—bold, brave men, who 
feared not to be called “ blockheads and fahatics,” and 
stood up boldly against the learning, arguments, and 
ridicule of the Rationalists. 

There was that noble man of Ilalle, now known 
throughout the civilized world, then a young man of 
27, (born in 1799 at Breslau.) Dr. Tholuck. He 
studied at the University in his native plare, and af- 
terward at Berlin, devoting himself at first to the Ori- 
ental Languages and Literature, and afterward to 
Theology. He began to lecture in Berlin at the age 
of 22, and in 1824 was appointed Professor. He 
spent the year 1825 in Holland and England, and on 
his return was called upon to go to Halle, and there 
settle as Professor in the University.

TRIALS OF THE PURITANS, 
[Tue following incidents are selected, by permission of 
the publishers, from a work in press, entitled “ Plymouth 
and the Pilgrims, by Rev. Joseph Banvard."’ | 
IN the month of April, 1623, a certain portion of 
land was assigned to every man by lot for cultivation. 


All were therefore thrown upon their own labors for

in the case of public officers and of fishermen, who, 
being engaged for the welfare of the colony in’ other 
directions, were considered worthy of a share of the 
products of the soil though they assisted not in raising 
them.

* We have looked over several numbers of most of 
these papers, and have been astonished at the spirit 
and doctrine exhibited in their editorials. Excepting 
the monthly above mentioned, which is rather an or- 
gan of American orthodoxy than of German thought, 
and the Lutheran organ, which advocates a petrified 
Lutheranism, and the Roman Catholic paper, which 
is thoroughly ultra-montane, these newspapers are de- 
cidedly yreligious and disorganizing in their tone and 
creed. “The most respectable of them, the * Abend- 
zeitung,” an evening daily, is exempt from the worst 
faults of its associates, and would pass very well among 
worthy political papers, were it not for the counte- 
nanee given by its advertisements, and occasionally 
by its articles, to destructive principles and practices. 
The morning daily, the * Staats-zeitung,’ is violent in 
its politics, yet not inclined to be agyressive in mat- 
ters of religion, Of the six others, the four which we 
have seen are thoroughly disorganizing, and, in every 
usual sense of the word, infidel; ranging in their tone 
trom Red Socialism to utter Atheism; and the re- 
maining two are, we learn, as bad, if not worse. If 
we understand the meaning of language, the German 
daily, which is edited with the most literary ability, 
the * Schnellpost,’ denies the personality of God, and 
asserts the sentiment of self-respect as the highest vir- 
tue of religion; whilst its moral tone may be inferred 
from its selection of the Memoirs of Lola-Moutes for

The 
gospel has here to meet a polished and cultivated race, 
among whom the arts of life have arrived at great 
perfection. Systems of religion and philosophy, dat- 
ing back to ages anterior to the advent of Christ, have 
erected barriers of enormous strength and potency in 
the way of the gospel’s triumph. Every facalty of the 
human mind has Seen exhaugted to give form to its 
conceptions, and to embrace every relation of lite, so- 
cial and political, civil and religious, in the meshes of 
superstition and idolatry. Pantheism, Atheism, and 
Mohammedan imposture, divide the indigenous popu- 
lations of India and Ceylon between them, and make 
sport of man’s spirit, man’s life, and man’s eternal 
welfare, Vice, crime, sensuality, unmentionable pol- 
lutions, characterize the worship of the people, and 
pervade every rank. ‘Thick darkness, the darkness 
not of mere ignorance, but of mind blinded by itsown 
passions and imaginations, covers the people.

Do you know what a respirometer is? As “ new 
versions” are getting to be in vogue, I will give you 
a new translation, somewhat free, perhaps, of the word 
—a measurer of long-windedness '!—rather a long- 
winded translation, you will say. Here, in this 
square, stands a pan surrounded by a crowd of peo- 
ple. In the midst, planted on three legs, is a machine 
resembling two small tin pails, one inverted in the 
other. Connected with the lower vessel,is a tube of 
gutta percha, into which you blow as long as possible 
without taking breath, when, according to the ar- 
rangements of the instrument, the upper vessel is rais- 
ed to a certain height. Over the top, is a graduated 
scale, informing you that a man, five feet or so in 
height, should not weigh less than one hundred and 
ten pounds, and should be able, at one blast, to raise 
what is reckoned as one hundred and eighty pounds.

If 
some of our public speakers were guaged by this in- 
strument, it is doubtful whether its utmost capacities 
would take the dimensions of their length of wind. 

Observe now, this man and his boys, with their 
hooks and baskets, raking over the coal dust and 
dirt heaps. They seem the very picture of wretched- 
ness. As you look on them, you pity their apparent 





destitution, and wonder how they can live so. But 
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you are mistaken. ‘That man? has twenty thousand 
dollars at interest. He has picked it all up in’ this 
way. He has on his old clothes to-day. Ile will 
show off in the streets or in church next Sunday, as 
well as other folks. Afterall, there are many ways 
of raking in the dirt. There is at bottom, no difler- 
ence between him and the man who rakes over the 
sands of California for their gold. He possesses the 
true philosopher's stone, which transinutes rags and

accomplishes all this. Look at him again; he is aa 
honest man, and after all, his vocation is as traly hon- 
orable as that of any other. Give me thy hand, old 
fellow, and let me wish thee success in thy somewhat 
agricultural employment.

1 will just 
ask vou to notice that old woman at her huckster’s 
stall. She is pretty well advanced in years, and has 
stood there for more than a quarter ofa century, re- 
tailing her vegetables, She looks hale, but yet, like 
a poor, hard-working body.

THE SLAVERY QUESTION, 

Ix our paper of last week, a letter was published 
upon this subject from an American clergyman of dis 
tinetion, who, for the last few vears, has been residing 
in Europe. It frequently happens, that one gets a 
clearer survey of his own country from abroad, than 
he ean do at home. The point of view from which he 
looks, if he isa man of observation, experience, and 
reflection, is higher, so that he sees things in & Mass, 
and is therefore able to reason comprehensively upon 
them as a whole. Slavery, in many of the issues col- 
laterally growing out of it, is perhaps one of the most 
difficult questions that can be presented to the home- 
citizen for his consideration. It is not, that we want 
the teachings of our holy religion to warrant us in 
condemning the principle as wrong before God, and 
in the sight of man, but that we lac k the clearness of 
vision HOCESNUS to enable us to comprehend aright 
the multitudinous relations springing therefrom, and 
that freedom from prejudice, without which it is as 
hard to reach a satisfactory conclusion, as it would be 
to secure for that conclusion the extent and force of 
public opinion. 

Slavery is an evil. ‘There is no doubt as to that. 
Lut few, even in slave States, deny such a proposition. 
Those who assert the contrary, and contend that sla- 
very isa blessing, belong to a class that is fast disap- 
pearing. Being an evil, of course it is the pohey of 
all, who so believe, to get rid of it as soon as may be 
consistent with all the circumstances that surround it. 
Slavery has its history; and a sad as well as joytul 
history itis. It is sad to know that human beings 
have ever been held in bondage by their brothers. It 
is matter of joy, that man has loosened his hold upon 
man, as Christianity has made itself felt, and civihza- 
tion has advanced.
